Selectmen 
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A REPORT FROM YOUR SELECTMEN 


It seems timely to us this year to give you a report re- 
garding what has transpired during the year just passed re- 
garding assessments and taxes. According to the statute, the 
selectmen “Shall assess all taxable property ....” It is 
very difficult for any board of selectmen to agree exactly as 
to what a particular property should be assessed for, but ‘be- 
tween the three members we do come to what can be called 
a fair and just assessment, both to the individual concerned 
and to the town. At the present time we are assessing shore 
frontage at 25. a foot. This figure was raised from 10. a foot 
in 1964. Shoreage had been assessed in Newbury at 10. a foot 
since 1939, so a raise was certainly overdue. It is also true 
that property values have increased a great deal within only 
the past ten years and it is a well-known fact that they are 
so-called “resort areas” than in other areas at the present 
increasing every year. This seems to be especially true in 
time. Early last year the selectmen were asked to go to Con- 
cord to meet with the members of the State Tax Commission. 
At that meeting it was suggested that the selectmen take a 
closer look at properties. Professional appraisers hired by 
the state had put valuations on a cross section of property in 
Newbury and it was apparent to us from the results of this 
information that what amounted to a reassessment in New- 
bury was in order. As a result we looked at every property 
in Newbury even more closely this year and we feel that we 
have arrived at a fair and just assessment to all concerned. 
We will certainly not deny that there would be room for 
errors anl that there might be isolated cases where our as- 
sessments were either too high or too low: but by and large 
we feel that at the present time properties in Newbury are 
fairly assessed. A number of taxpayers have asked if they 
can “be assured” that their assessments will not be increased 
in future vears — no board of assessors or selectmen could 
be expected to give any such guarantee. 

The fast changing scene in New Hampshire makes it ap- 
parent to every one, we are sure, that property values are 
soaring. Our valuations must be based on current market 
values, and for that reason any board must look closely 
each year to that fact. It must also be pointed out that any 
taxpayer who feels he or she is being unjustly assessed for 
property in this town can apply to the Board of Selectmen 
first, and later if necessary, to the State Tax Commission 
for a re-apparisal by a professional appraiser.

I wish to recommend that the sum of $45.60 be included 
in both documents for your town White Pine Blister Rust 
Control Program in cooperation with this Division. 

In 1965, 142 towns and cities appropriated $18,000.00 to 
advance the control program in their communities. This 
sum, combined with state and federal cooperative funds, 
enable us to cover 197,083 acres of control area. This splen- 
did cooperation, an indication of the towns continued confi- 
dence in the statewide control program, is most heartening. 

Recognizing the towns fiscal problems, the Division’s 
appropriation requests have been kept to minimum amounts 
necessary to maintain the present status of control. 

The importance of the blister rust control program is 
evidenced by the prominene place white pine holds in our 
state economy — (1) approximately 70% of all lumber cut 
in New Hampshire is white pine; (2) 17% of our New Hamp- 
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shire labor force is sustained by revenue derived from 
white pine timber sales, woods operations and manufacture 
and sale of hundreds of white pine products. All of this was 
endangered by the advent of the white pine blister rust 
disease. 


New Hampshire faced a big job in marshalling forces 
to combat blister rust. It had the largest control area in 
the United States — 2,500,000 acres. However, town, city, 
and federal forces combined in a unique team effort to 
combat it. The state was given the job of directing the 
field work. The combined effort was successful. Control 
of the disease has ‘been established on 98% of the entire 
control area. Our problem now is to hold the line and 
maintain our hard earned control by periodic examination 
of control areas to determine the recurrence of currant 
and gooseberry bushes and, when found, destroy them. Con- 
tinued cooperation on the part of towns and cities is es- 
sential to the achievement of this goal.

IMPORTANT NOTICE TO COMMUNITY OFFICIALS 


Is your community interested in having this Division 
examine your elm trees for evidence of Dutch elm disease? 
It will be our policy again this year to undertake to locate 
Dutch elm diseased trees only in those communities spe- 
cifically requesting this service and only if community off- 
ficials notify the State Entomologist by May 1 that funds 
are available in the community for Dutch elm control and/ 
or shade tree protection work in 1966. Such funds may 
consist of public appropriations and /or donations from 
interested organizations or individuals. Towns will not be 
charged for the expense of Dutch elm disease scouting. 

Because of the possibility of damage to wildlife where 
heavy applications of DDT are applied, we are suggesting 
the use of Methoxychlor emulsion instead of DDT for dor- 
mant spraying of elms in early spring. For foliage spraying 
to control defoliating insects later in the season, we are 
recommending the use of Sevin. 

Town officials should use every effort to see that con- 
tract spraying in the community is properly supervised in 
order to prevent misuse of pesticides.

For the first time, advertisements will appear in FIELD 
& STREAM in the April & May issues to attract fishermen 
to our shores for Salmon fishing. Lake Sunapee is one of 
the largest land-locked Salmon lakes in New England yet 
this fact has never been publicized to our potential market. 


Lake Sunapee Area also is noted for its abundance of 
cottages; both housekeeping and non-housekeeping alike.

& Fishing, Golden Age, Ski, etc. will be sought as audiences. 


For the first time since its inception, the Lake Sunapee 
Board of Trade has engaged the services of an Executive 
Secretary who will devote almost full time to serving the 
the Board. He will make the presentations for the Board as 
outlined above and will, to the extent that funds permit, 
utilize his sixteen years of advertising and promotion for 
the benefit of the Lake Sunapee Board of Trade and its en- 
tire membership. 


Attendance at Trade Shows promoting Winter and Sum- 
mer activities will also be assigned to the Executive Sec- 
retary. At these shows it will be possible for him to come 
into contact with hundreds of people whose interests in the 
nature of the show, shali give him an opportunity to present 
our area as the area for their consideration. 


Since, as alluded to earlier in this report, new highways 
may tend to draw away our former market, we must look to 
expand our market accordingly. At the same time, we must 
not abandon our present market but must, of necessity, 
cover it in even greater depth while our expansion is going 
on.

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JUNK CARS & JUNK YARDS 





There is the feeling by almost everyone that junk cars, 
parts and junk in general are today’s greatest eyesore. Most 
citizens in New Hampshire believe that zoning is necessary 
to regulate this blight and condition. Actually, Federal and 
State laws prohibit this. The Motor Vehicle Junk Yard Law, 
1965 N. H. 872 became effective on July 8, 1965 when it was 
vehicles or parts thereof no longer intended for legal use 
signed by the Governor. 


This law means that anyone having two or more motor 
on the highways or no longer in condition for legal use on 
the highways must comply with this law. 


The definition of a junk yard is a place of storage for 
two or more vehicles no longer intended for legal use on 
the highways or no longer in condition for legal use on the 
highways, and/or, is a place of storage for parts or material 
equal to two or more vehicles. 


Old junk yards must be 150 feet from a highway and 
must be completely surrounded by a fence at least six feet 
high to completely screen it from view. : 


New junk yards can only be established by application 
and license from the Selectmen and must be not less than 
660 feet from the right of way line of Class I, II, & III roads 
and not less than 300 feet from Class IV, V & VI roads. 


Any place classed as a junk yard must be licensed at 
$25.00 per year with a fine for non-compliance of $10.00 per 
day. 


Let us all examine our property and clear away any 
condition that needs it and avoid any further difficulty.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


At the last school district meeting a committee was 
appointed to study the possibility of forming an Area School 
with other nearby school districts. This committee has met 
regularly with other committees from the towns of Andover, 
Bradford, New London, Springfield, Sutton, Wilmot and 
Warner. Your committee has worked long and hard on this 
problem and will have presented its program to you prob- 
ably before you get your town reports. 


The committee of all the towns started the study of 
an Area School, but after considerable study, came to the 
conclusion that a Cooperative School Plan was much more 
favorable for all the towns and decided to complete their 
study in the area of a Cooperative School. This has the 
advantage, as far as Newbury is concerned, of giving the 
district a representative on the Cooperative School Board 
with full voting rights, and also allows the voters of 
Newbury School District to become voters in the Coopera- 
tive School District. This is a much more democratic pro- 
cedure than is possible under the Area School plan. 


Newbury took a giant step forward when they voted 
to send their children in grades seven and eight to New 
London as tuition pupils. It can take another giant step 
forward by joining the Cocperative with the seven other 
towns. This is the trend in New Hampshire education as 
more and more school districts realize that they can give 
their children a better education under such a program. 
It is interesting to note that Canterbury did not join the 
Merrimack Valley Cooperative because they were able to 
tuition their high school pupils to Concord High School. A 
month or so ago the Concord School Board announced that 
in the coming year no new tuition pupils would be accepted 
except from the Bow School District. Now Canterbury is 
interested in the Merrimack Valley Cooperative. 

I believe that Cooperative or Area Schools are the 
answer to many of our educational problems in New Hamp- 
shire. I am also sure that Newbury will want to provide 
the ‘best possible education for their young people as they 
have always done.
